AT CRISIS TODAY 


Chicago City Railway’s An- 
swer to Men’s Wage De- 
mands Expected to 
Give Cue. 


SCHMIDT IS INDIFFERENT

Whether Chicago street railway companies 
will recal} their refusal to grant increaseé 
wages to employés and offer some conces- 
sions to avert an impending strike of 14,000 
men. probably will be definitely decided to- 
day. 

Rallway officials are awaiting the outcome 
of a conference this afternoon between union 
leaders and President L. A. Busby of the 
Chicago City railway. Other lines are ex- 
pecting to take their cue from Busby if he 
gives the union men a fina! word. 

Indifference as to whether or not street car 
employés go on a strike was manifested 
yesterday by E. G. Schmidt, president of 
the County Traction company, when he re- 
turned to Chicago. ‘ 


County Lines Losing Money. 

Mr. Schmidt said his lines are not earn- 
ing any profits at this time; instead, they 
are losing money. He intimated he would 
not raise the slightest objection if the car 
men walk out, as it would save money for 
his company. In fact, managers of the com- 
pany said they would welcome a strike. 

His attitude furnished a new angle to ne- 
gotiations for higher wages which already 
have been rejected by the Chicago Ralii- 
ways and Chicago City Railway compa- 
nies. 

While some union leaders were considering 
Mr. Schmidt's statement others were ar- 
ranging for a big demonstration at Belmont 
park on Saturday night. If a more promis- 
ing situation does not develop as to the com- 
panies granting concessions it has been an- 
nounced as probeble that the car men will 
decide at the Saturday night meeting to 
put their strike vote, already taken, into 
immediate effect. 


Await Mayor’s Reply. 

Meantime the union men are awaiting an 
answer from Mayor Harrison, whom they 
have asked to assist in the settlement of the 
differences. 

When the employés’ committee met late 
in the evening no word had been received 
from Mayor ison. A telegram had 
been sent him early in the morning follow- 
ing an informal conference at labor head- 
quarters. 

“No option was left us,” explained W. D. 
Mahon, international president. “ We in- 
variably notify the municipal government of 
possible difficulties like thie, and as the 
mayor is out of the city we were forced to 
get into communication as best we could. 
Whether he does anything or not is some- 
thing for him to decide, put we felt it best 
to let him know the etate of affairs.”’ 


Communicate with Gompers. 

Mahon announced he would speak at the 
demonstration on Saturday night. The ru- 
mor that Samuel Gompers might be here at 
that time was not believed at headquarters. 
The officials are in communication with him, 
sending dally reports of what has been done, 
‘but gaid they had not urged him to come here. 
Mahon feels he will be able to take care of the

3,000 Word Platform Called

FIND BREVITY OMFFICULT 


The platform of the National Progressive 
party, described by the men who are making 
it as “the greatest document of human lib- 
erty ever presented by a political party,” 
will be submitted to the convention today by 
the resolutionge committee. 

The committee did not begin consideration 
of the draft prepared by a subcommittee 
unti] 11 o'clock last night. The subcommit- 
tee had been empowered by the committee 
to formulate into proper lenguage the va- 
rious principles which it was believed ghould 
be enunciated by the party. 

This subcommittee comprised Dean Lewis 
of the University of Pennsylvania; Dean 
.Kirchway of Columblea university, New 
York; William Alién White of Kaneas; Ches- 
ter A. Rowell of Oalifornia, and Gifford 
Pinchot of Pennsylvania, and it called to its 
assistance men dike Herbert Knox Smith, 
until recently federal commisisoner of cor- 
porations; Judge Ben Lindsey, and others. 
The committee had prepared 9 tentative 
draft of about 7,000 words and the subcom- 
mittee reduced it to about 3,000 words. 


Want It.in 1,500 Words. 


When the draft was submitted to the reso-° 


lutions committee at night it was explained 
that the subcommittee’s draft was shorter 
than the platform of the Republican party. 
Despite thie fact, various members insisted 
the draft should be cut to about 1,500 words 
in order that it might be quickly grasped. by 
the people. As a result of this effort, there 
was a great deal of discussion and the com- 
mittee was in session throughout the night. 
It was the aim of the committee while mak- 
ing the planks terse to leave them specific. 
The platforms of other parties purposely 
have been made general in order to give the 
opporunity to draft such legislation there- 
under as might be deemed expedient.

FATHER FOUND HIM OUT. 


Philade!phia, Pa., Aug. 6—([Special.}—Col. 
Gibbons Gray Cornwell of Philadelphia and 
West Chester, Pa., commander of the Sixth 
regiment of Pennsylvania National Guard, 
and one of the most prominent attorneys in 
the state, committed suicide on a train from 
New York néar this city tonight. 

Cornwell was being taken home by Con- 
stable Mullen to answer charges of default- 
ing with between $100,000 and $200,000 in 
trust funds in which he as an attorney had 
been placed In charge. His father and other 
attorneys of Philadelphia and Chester discov- 
ered the shortages. 

He had been arrested in New York after a 
search. following hés disappearance since he 
brought his regiment home from Mount Gret- 
na camp two weeks ago. 


Kills Self with Gift Revolver. 

As the train approached the West Philadel- 
phia station Col. Cornwell, who was sitting 
beside the constable leaned over the seat 
in front where he had placed a Cress suit 
case. | 

Pretending to be sleeping he quietly opened 
the case and drew out a revolver which had 
been presented to him by officers of his regi- 
ment. 

Before the constable was aware of what 
was going on he had placed the weapon in his 
mouth and shot himself through the head. 

The body was turned over to the West 
Philadelphia police and taken to the morgue. 
Constable Mullen was placed under arrest, 
but later discharged. 

Behind the warrant on which Col Cornavrell 
was arrested wae the charge that three bonds, 
one of the Peoria Light company, valued at 
$1,000 each, and one American Gas company, 
velued at §1,000, had disappeared from a large 
estate of which he was executor. 

Shortage May Reach $200,000,

Tt is said the shortages are due to his 
dealings im stocks, in which he has been a 
heavy loser for many months.

SQUARE DEAL FOR ALL MER 


Col. Theodore Roosevelt went far to the 
front yesterday on the negro question. At 
night his outspoken utterances réceived in- 
dorsement from negroes themselves, some 
of whom were contesting delegates, who had 
been deprived of seats in the Progressive 
national convention. 

During his afternoon speech In the Coll- 
seum, Col. Roosevelt, being about to con- 
clude, was asked by a man in the galleries: 
“What about the negroes?” 

The colonel diverged from his set speech 
and answered the question in detail. He 
said the familiar necro politician of the 
south—under the conditions through which 
he has been fostered—has no place in the 
councils of the new party. 


Recognition in Due Time. 
Ultimately, the colonel said, the honest ne- 
soes of the south and the white men of the 

south Atlantic and Gulf states will realize 
the new spirit which has been born in po- 
litical and social life, and that the same rec- 
ognition will go naturally to the negro, as is 
evidenced in the election of negro delegates 
to the present convention In Maryland] and 
West Virginia, unprecedented in other na- 
tional conventions. 

As to the north, he said, the proper relay 
tion already has been established, to the com- 
plete satisfaction of the representatives of 
the white men and of the colored race. 

The course as mapped out by Col. Roosevelt 
ir a etatement of thirty minutes was ratified 
a few moments later by the delegates when 
they adopted the report of the credentials 
committee, which leaves the southern states 
without a negro delegate in the list. 


Negroes Pledge Support. 

At the meeting of the negroes in the even- 
ing a resolution was adopted approving of 
the attitude of the“colonel and calling on the 
voters of their race to support the Progres- 
give ticket and policies. A

and elected

of the great audience. Its men and women 
had alternated between riotous cheering and 
an almost religious calm which crept to the 
gurface in the congregational! singing of the 
time honored hymns of the nation.

Convention old timers who have observe@ © 
the historic demonstrations of other national 
conventions felt just a bit different as they 
took note of the instantaneous transpositica 
of frenzied “ We want Teddy ” into the rolls 
ing notes of “Onward, Christian Soldiers.”

He was leading the hyms 
with a bandanna handkerchief for a flutter 
ing baton before he realized the eptire new- 
ness of thé situation. 

No one recalls when a blue clad drum corps 
of the Grand Army of the Republic ever 
gathered around a presidential candidate 
and played “ Dixie,” while veterans of the 
south in the gray were pressing forward te 
join the group and pledge allegiance te & 
new order.

Stink of Taft Followers Falls 
Off Owing to Desertions to 
Progressive Party. 


St. Louis, Mo.. Aug. 6.—Reports from differ- 
ent narts of Missouri, while meager, show 
‘that the voting in the statewide primary 
today was light. 
Breatest activity, and most interest was 
eenteread in the gubernatorial. nomination, 
which five Democrats sought. 

The leading candidates for the Democratic 
nomination were W. S. Cowherd of Kansas 
City and Attorney General Elliott W. 
Major. 

Major Leads in Country. 

Major appears to be leading in the country 
by dbout 20,000. The vote in Kansas City 
and St. Louis. for Cowherd should nearly 
offset this plurality. 

Cowherd’s plurality in Jackson county, 
which includes Kansas City, estimated on 
returns from 81 of 237 precincts, will be 
about 8,000. This falls far below the expec- 
tations of the Cowherd forces. Four years 
ago Cowherd polled 10,000 votes in Kansas 
City. : 

It St. Louis the returns were unusually 
late. The total vote was estimated at be- 
tween 75,000. and 80,000. The Major man- 
agers were unwilling to concede Cowherd a 
greater plurality than 8,000-to 10,000. 

In 46 precincts of 408 in St. Louis Cowherd 
leads with 2,191 votes. The other candidates 
118. 

The Republican vote in the same precincts 
follows: McKinley, 1,572; Murphy, 226; 
Quick, 1,705. 

County Goes to Major. 

Major carried Cole county by 500 and Iron 
county, which four years ago went for Ball, 
gave Major a plurality of 400. In Montgom- 
ery county Major and Cowherd are running 
neck and neck. . 

- Returns from the state generally showed 
p strong vote fer Major,. while indications 

were that he would come to St. Louis with a 
Substantial lead. The result, it was figured, 
depended largely on the vote in St. Louis. 

On the Republican side, John C. McKinley 
easily will get the nomination for governor. 
The Republican vote will be way below nor- 
mal, for many of the old time party men 
have gone over to the Progressives. 

Six of nineteen precincts in St. Genevieve 
gave the Republican gubernatorial candi- 
dates: McKinley, 94; Murphy, 9, and Quick, 
124. The Democratic vote was: Ball, 40; 
Bolte, 70; Cowherd, 25; Houchin, 17, and 
Major, 200. 

All of the present congressmen were can- 
didates for renomination, and in nine of the 
districts the incumbents had no opposition. 


PRESIDENT TO HOLD REINS

Senate Indorses Plan of House of Rep- 
resentatives to Give Future Control 
to Nation’s Executive. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—The future of 
the Panama canal will rest in the hands uf a 
“one man government,” through the deci- 
sion of the senate today to support a plan 
already indorsed by the house of representa- 
tives. 

By a vote of 43 to 14 it adopted a provision 
giving the president control of all affairs at 
Panama, with power to appoint a governor 
to “‘ complete, govern and operate ”’ the canal 


. and canal zone.

SENTENCE IS DEFERRED. 


Counsel Healy Demands ‘Exela- 
sion from Jury of Molly Ma- 
guires; Hooted for Action. 


DUBLIN, Aug. 6-—Four militant suf- 
fragets were put on trial today on the charge 
of having committed serious outrages at the 
time of the visit to Dublin of the British prime 
minister. 

Gladys Evans was found guilty of setting 
fire on July 18 to the Theater Royal, where 
Mr. Asquith was scheduled to speak the ful- 
lowing day. The charge against Mabel Cap- 
per, accused of being her accomplice, was 
withdrawn, while Lizzie Baker, also charged 
as an accomplice, pleaded guilty to damaging 
property. 

The jury disagreed in the case of Mary 

sLeigh and she will be tried tomorrow on ihe 
charge of wounding Jolin E. Redmond, leader 
of the Irish parliamentary party, who was 
hit by a hatchet thrown at the premier’s Car- 
riage. 

Sentence was reserved in the case of the 
convicted women. 


Bars the Molly Maguires. 

Timothy Healy, chiet counsei for the 
women, was hooted when he entered court. 
He demanded the exciusion from the jury of 
all members of the society of Molly Maguires. 
He said he refused to be insulted by them, 
and did not doubt they were there by the 
government's orders. 

The attorney general for Ireland, C. A. 
O'Connor, with three essistants, conducted 
the prosecution. He described the attempt 
to burn the theater, ana said it was only 
by a miracle that it escaped destruction. 
Witnesses testified to seeing Gladys vans 
and another woman putting oi] on thecarpet 
and box curtains and trying to set them on 
fire, and also to putting matches in a cine- 
matograph box. The Evang woman strug- 
gled when arrested, and sati: ‘‘ This is 
only the beginning. There will be more ex- 
plosions at the next performance.” 


Told Arson Was Justifiable. 

Miss Evans declared she had gone-to the 
theater for the purpose of burning it. A 
cabinet member, C. E. Hobhouse, chancellor 
of the duchy of Lancaster, had told them they 
would be justificd in doing so. 

Mr. Healy's cross examination developed 
the aseertion that Mr. Hobhouse during a 
speech had said the suffragets would accom- 
plish nothing until they began to burn houses, 
Mr. Healy. in addressing the jury, said Miss 
vans was not a criminal. 

‘She is one of those,”” he added, “ who 
claim a right to vote for the selection of 
the members of parliament, who from what 
1 have seen of th«m are not the extraordinary 
body of sacrosanct persons they imagine 
themselves.”

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“T MORE TROOPS 10 NICARAGUA 


Marines Sent There from Panama 
to Protect Americans, 


ACTION AT DIAZ’S REQUEST. 


Minister Weitzel Joins in Asking for 
Additional Forces. 


= 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Aug. 5.—[By Wire- 
less to Colon, Aug. 64—The force of 100 
American bluejackets and marines which 
landed at Corinto from the United States gun- 
boat Annapolis late Saturday night, and ar- 
rived here on Sunday, to protect American 
lives and property, found comparative tran- 
quillity in the city. 

American Minister George T. Weitzel at 
once took measures to cause Gen. Mena, the 
former minister of war,-who !s now leading 
the revolution, to deliver up the lake steam- 
ers. belonging to the American company run- 
ming the railroads, which he had seized to 
transport his followers to attack cities on 
the shores of the lakes. 

Prewdent Diaz has requested the dispatch 
of anothtr body of United States marines to 
retnforce those already here. The Amer- 
icn minister supports this request, as the 
Presence of a stronger force of American 
troops is regarded as neceseary for the pro- 
tection of foreigners and their interests. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 6—Marines from 
Panama have been ordered to Nicaragua to 
supplement the force of bluejackets now in 
Managua guarding Americans and their 
property. 

The situation today was described in a 
cablegram from Capt. Terhune, command- 
ing the gunboat Annapolis, dated at Corinto, 
as follows: 

“Nothing new develops. The American 
legation guard is comfortably situated. Ef- 
fect produced good. Rumored that the rebel 
forces have been repulsed near Rivas. The 
government is not now losing ground on 
the whole. Telegraph wires have been cut 
connecting Managua and Corinto; not of 
special significance. Trains now moving 
without trouble. -

Ald. Nance Calls Special Meet- 
ing of Council to’ Con- 
sider Ordinance. 


NEEDS 36 VOTES TO PASS. 


Citizens Urged to Launch Cam- 
paign to Gain Support 
of Aldermen. 


“ Thirty-six aldermen ready to vote for the 
milk ordinance must be lined up in the coun- 
cil chamber next Wednesday afternoon if 
the fight for good milk is to be won this sum- 
mer.”’ 

Ald. Willis ©. Nance, leader of the fight, 
made this statement yesterday after a long 
conference with representatives of the law 
department. He announced the date of the 
long expected special session of the coun- 
cil and outlined the procedure necessary 
for the enactment of the ordinance, as it 
had been told him by the attorneys. 

He also said the organization of the citi- 
zens milk committee will be sufficiently ad- 
vanced to swing its influence into the bat- 
tle at the end of this week. The names of 
his full committee probably will be an- 
nounced today and a meeting of the citizens 
will be called for Friday afternoon. At that 
time Plans wil! be laid for the speedy selec- 
tion of ward chairmen throughout the city 


so they can begin work before the council 
meeting. 


Wait for Harrison’s Approval. 

Dr. Nance telegraphed to Mayor Harrison 
at his summer home near Big Bay, Mich., 
and asked the mayor to wire whether the 
date is Satisfactory to him. The only con- 
tingency upon which it may be changed is 
that Mayor Harrison wil! Suggest a different 
one when he can be present. If sucha sug- 
gestion is not received today the call will be 
Signed this afternoon. 

“ The ordinance will be presented asa mat- 
ter of new business, and the suspension of the 
rules will be asked for its consideration 
without its being referred to a committee,” 
said Dr, Nance “ This will require the 
votes of a majority of those present. If that 


is obtained, the support of a majority of the | 


full membership of the council is necessary 
for its passage. We must have with us 
thirty-six aldermen who believe the ordi- 
nance should be passed at once. 

“If the motion to suspend the rules fails, 
the ordinance might be referged to the health 
committee. If this is done council action 
could not be taken until the next regular 
meeting, on Sept. 30. That means the or- 
dinance could not go into effect unt!l in Oc- 
tober 


Urges Campaign Among Aldermen. 

**T feel that a majority of the council now 
favors the ordinance. The difficulty will 
be in getting that majority to the meeting. so 
many are out of the city. Every effort must 
be made to impress the merits of the ordi- 
nance on every alderman i!n the city and to 
bring back from their vacations those absent 
ones who favor it.’’ 

Plans for extending the working organiza- 
tlon of the citizens’ milk committee through- 
out the city wiil be determined at the firs 
meeting of that body Friday afternoon. It is 


| probable that volunteers will be asked from 


every ward to carry the movement to their 
neighbors and their aldermen. A downtown 
office probably will be opened at which the 
volunteers can register. In a number of in- 
stances ‘efforts to hold ward meetings and 
organize ward committees will be made.

Wisconsin Editor Wrathy at Re- 
cent Conference Subject. 


ATTACKS YELLOW SHEET. 


Newspaper Cannot Long Survive Un- 
less It Tells the Truth. 


Milwatkee, Wis., Aug. 6.—An attack on the 
recent National. Newspaper conference in 
Madison marked the address today of J. L. 
Sturtevant of the Wausau Record-Herald, 
before the Wisconsin Press association. 

“Last week in Madison,” he said, “ there 
was held what purported to be a national 
newspaper conference, to discuss the sub- 
ject, ‘Are Newspaper and Magazine Writers 
Free to Tell the Truth? If Not, Why Not, 
and What Can Be Done About It? 

“Why was it necessary to call a pub- 
lic,meeting to consider a question, the very 
form of which was an insult to every decent, 
conscientious newspaper man? 


Needed Bolstering Up. | 

“It was because the newspapers and more 
particularly the magazine diggers in the 
mine, who heve done so much during the 
last ten years to make the public lose con- 
fidence in them; who have been discredited 
and disowned by repugable publications, 
needed bolstering up. They needed the 
préstige of being asked to talk at @ con- 
ference, held under the auspices of a uni- 
versity, which would give their addresses, 
there delivered, a verisimilitude of truth, so 
that they could again find a market for 
their putrescent wares. 

“And what have they accomplished that 
is lasting? Nothing. 

*'I say to you that honesty is not a matter 
of policy at all: it is a fundamental. No 
newspaper can long survive unless it tells 
the truth and prints the news without fear 
or favor. 


Unjust to Thousands. 

’* This national newspaper conférence was 
unjust to the thousands of real newspaper 
mén. As usual in a discussion of this kind 
the central] figwre Is the big fellow, the yellow 
press of the big cities, the magazines with 
their hundreds of thousands of readers. No 
thought is given to the little fellows, lke 
the country press in Wisconsin. 

‘tA Boston paper is alleged to be controlled 
by its advertisers, Ergo, every newspaper, 
no. matter, how small the town where it is 
printed, is controlled by its advertisers; 
nothing is farther from the truth. 

‘* Let us stand up in our own strength ip 
our own right and defend ourselves and our 
property from the attacks of these dema- 
gogues,. these superior sort of beings who 
touch but to defame.”

Conflict in Divoree Decrees Gives 
New Yorker Two Wives.

Sues After She Finds Him at: Hotel 
with Another—Not No. 1.

An exciting scene in the Hotel Sherman, 
whence an angry and suspicious wife had 
followed her husband and found him In a 
room in company with a woman who is de- 
clared to have been a prominent actress, 
figured yesterday in a@ peculiar divorce case 
heard by Judge Burke of the Superior court. 

Mrs. Helen Robertson Benrimo, the com- 
plainant, has been declared by a New York 
court not to be the wife of Joseph Harry Ben- 
rimo, the defendant. A Michigan court has 
declared that Benrimo is dtvoreed from his 
first wife, formerly Fay Lewis of Michigan. 

A New York court, on the other hand, has 
declared that Benrimo fs still the husband of 
his first wife and that the second marriage 
of the first Mrs. Benrimo is null and void. 

Another pecullarity is that neither Benrimo 
nor his wife is a resident of Illinois, but the 
fact that the offense charged took place in 
Illinois was given as a cause under the law 
for allowing Mra, Benrimo to file her suit 
here. 


Court Will Investigate Tangle. 

Judge Burke heard the testimony, but re- 
fused to enter a decree until he has investi- 
gated the queer matrimonial mixup caused 
by the conflicting divorce laws in Michigan, 
New York, and Illinois. 

Miss Robertson married Joseph Harry 
Benrimo in London on July 21, 1906. Before 
that he had been married in Michigan, but 
his first wife had obtained a divorce from 
him in that state. The notice of the suit was 
by publication, Benrimo being out of the 
country at the time. 

The first Mrs, Benrimo, who had resumed 
her maiden name of Fay Lewis, remarried 
about the time Miss Robertson and Mr. Ben- 
rimo were married in London. Then her sec- 
ond husband sued in New York for the an- 
nulment of his marriage, declaring the Mich- 
igan divorce obtained against Benrimo was 
null and void, inasmuch as he had not been 
personally served in thesuit. The New York 
courts upheld hig contention and held he was 
stil] the husband of Fay Lewis. 


Courts Clash Over Divorce. 

Then Behrimo went to Michtgan and had 
his appearance entered in the divorce case 
by special order. The Michigan court then 
entered a special order declaring the Michi- 
gan divoroe legal. 

With their matrimonftal affairs in this state 
the Benrimos came to Chicago. On Aprill¢ 
Mre. Benrimo followed her husband to the 
Hotel Sherman end found him with another 
women. Im the suit for divorce her name 
was merely given as “ Mary Smith.” She 
is sald to have been a wel) known actress. 
Mra. Benrimo tmmediately started suit for 
divorce. Her husband, who lives at the 
Players’ club, New York, had gone back 
east. Through his attorney he entered his 
appearance in the suit, making no denial of 
the charge ageinet him, but forcing his wife 
to proof.

According to the promoters, all the capital 
has been secured for the purchase of 140 
acres of ground and for the launching of the 
mew jockey club. The actual expenses of 
conducting the racing will be guaranteed by 
the Racing Fourgation Corporation of Amer- 
ica, a South Dakota corporation, which will 
offer for public subscription what the official 
prospectus issued yesterday described asa7Z 
per cent preferred stock. 

The initia] offering of stock authorized is 
$30,000. ‘While the public will be invited to 
subscribe, it is expected the principal mn a 
ments will be to turfmen and those interested 
in a revival of racing. The promoters claim 
that the $30,000 wanted for the first meeting 
practically has been promised. An emissary 
of the club visited Latonia during the meet- 
ing there and secured many promises. 


Indiana Men Back Affair. 
Indiana men are back of the new enter- 
prise. The prospectus contains the names 
of the foHowing officers: 


President, A. F. KnotT®, Gary; vice president, 
William M. Daly, Valparaiso; secretary and treas- 
wrer, Clarence Bretsch, Gary; board of directors, 
the officers, and in addition, J. A. Gavit, Ham- 
mond; James S. Sebree, Pierre, S. D.; Peter Crum- 
packer, Hammond; Lemuel Darrow, Laporte. 

The Mineral Springs race track is located 
one mile west of the town of Porter, on the 
main tine of the Lake Shore railroad. It is 
hoped to start the initial meeting by Labor 
day. 

Then after a lapse of thirty days, it will be 
possible under the Sellers law to hold another 
meeting of fifteen days before the weather is too 
cold in this vicinity. 

According to the scheme of operation, the 
Racing Foundation leases the property of the 
Mineral Springs Jockey club, making its payment 
im preferred stock.

Accord- 
ingly one expects to learn later of some plen or 
subterfuge whereby he may back his judgment, 
granting, of course, that the projected meeting 
takes place. 

If the Porter track proves a success it is thought 
another track will be built next spring in Lake 
county, with different officials and probably dif-
